The prosecution of this original purpose of the Society was fou 
to neceaitate diversified operations, It s0on came to be een t 
aiding ministers of the Gospel, in the ordinary duties of the miris: 
was only one out of soveral instrumentalities neceasary to the preac 
ing of the Gospel in these destitute fields, 

It was found that meeting-houses were indispensable to the zucc; 
of the work of the preacher and to the establichment of church- 
0 the Society has done what it could to aid in securing them by t 
creation of s Church Edifice Fund and the loan of money to nce4 
churehes. 

It was found, also, that colored preachers were indispensable to 
work of preaching the Gogpel to the Freedmen—so the Society 
done what it could in the establishment of schools for Freedmen 
the South. 

We are aware that zome have regarded these efforts as diversio 
from the original purpose of the Society, and have considered th: 
departments as unduly absorbing the attention and funds of 1 
Society—4$0 that the preaching of the Gospel in destitute fields þ 
been partially neglected. And it cannot be denied that the | 
report of the board, that * it had not a single missionary under : 
pointment in Washington Territory, Idaho, Utah, Wyoming, M 
tana, Arizona, New Mexico, Alaska, Nevada, or Misouri,” 
some color of truth to this view. But while the board do not fe 
. that any too much has been Jone for the chureh building fand—ar 
expecially that, under the ciroumatances, they could have done « 
less for the great interests of the schools for the Freedmen—they « 
feet that the work of the Society in these great States have certain 
been neglected, and they are now taking the most vigorous meas 
in behalf of thesp fields. Mizsjonaries have already been appoint 
and are now at work in more than balf of them, and they confident 
hope that soon not one of them will be entirely uncared for.

Rev. K. Z. rpm our missionary among the 
Chinese in San Francizeo, in writing to the 
« Pacific Baptist,” regarding the Mission, says : 

« This is our work. If, we don't take an interest 
in the Chinese who are here among ns, we need 
not expect others to do 80. If we really believe 
in Missions, Home and Foreign, we must take 
this work in hand, strongly ; for it combines both 
in an eminent degree. 

« We wish to organize a more efficient 8y8tem 
of instruction in-our school. 'To do this we must 
have more room. The housse that we have ocen- 
pied for 8ome time is large enough, but we have 
had only ane floor, Now we can get two floors, 
and we expect to secure the third zoon, We 
will need eonsiderable money to take down par- 
titions, buy 8eats, ete. 

* And to have teachers that we can depend 
upon, we must remunerate them. I have made 
arrangement with five persons to.teach at $10 
per month each. I think the Chinese will pay 
most of the money for the teachers after we get 


" well started, but we will need sxome money to 


begin with. 


« Some will zay, that teachers should teach : 


for love, and not expect any pay ; bat this is too 
much 10 ak of any person. And bexsides, a little 
compensation will help to keep their love for the 
work bright and cheerful. 

* The Pastors and Brethren who promised me 
at the convention at. Vacaville, that they would 
do something for the Chinese Mission, will please 
take this as an opportune time to fulfill those 
promises. | We hope that all the Brethren and 
Siſters individually, and churches as well, will 
zend us something for our Mission, And we 
would ask your earnest prayers for our success 
among the Chinese.”
